I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report 
for  the  year  1957* 

I  have  had  regularly  during  the  last  few  years 
to  draw  your  attention  to  the  decrease  in  population  and  I 
have  to  do  so  again*  As  you  will  see  there  was  an  excess 
of  deaths  over  births  of  74  and  193  persons  emigrated®  How¬ 
ever,  I  am  gl ad  to  be  able  to  add  three  points  which  tend 
to  lighten  the  picture  a  little*  The  number  of  marriages, 
388,  is  the  highest  since  1951  and,  related  to  this,  the 
birth  rate  shows  a  definite  rise  though  still  below  the 
national  average®  Thirdly,  the  indications  in  this  depart¬ 
ment  so  fa t  this  year  are  that  the  number  of  emigrants  is 
falling  off: 

The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  in  his  report 
refers  to  the  coming  into  force  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  and 
reminds  us  that  50%  of  the  atmospheric  pollution  is  due  to 
domestic  smoke*  Statistically  it  seems  clear  that 
atmospheric  pollution  is  second  only  to  cigarette  smoke  in 
importance  as  a  cause  of  cancer  of  the  lung®  Living  in  the 
bright  cleanliness  of  Scarborough,  it  is  easy  to  forget 
that  we  too  are  vulnerable  to  such  malign  influences*  I 
have  therefore  thought  it  salutary  to  include  in  the  body 
of  my  report  a  table  showing  the  incidence  of  lung  cancer 
in  Scarborough  during  the  last  8  years®  I  have  also  added 
the  figures  for  all  other  malignant  diseases,  to  illustrate 
the  point  made  in  specialist  reports  on  this  subject,  that 
while  lung  cancer  is  increasing,  the  incidence  of  other 
cancers  tends  to  fall® 

I  referred  last  year  to  the  continued  high  incid¬ 
ence  of  tuberculosis.  This  year  I  am  glad  to  draw  your 
attention  to  a  sharp  fall?  Whether  this  is  a  major  advance 
or  just  a  chance  fluctation,  only  time  can  tell*  In  the 
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meantime,  our  search  for  cases  continues  through  the  Mini¬ 
ature  Mass  Radiography  Unit,  which  I  am  gl ad  to  say  is  well 
used  in  the  town  and  surrounding  district*  This  is  not  to 
say  that  we  are  satisfied  with  the  number  of  attendances® 
It  is  to  be  hoped  that  more  and  more  people  will  come  to 
appreciate  the  benefits  to  themselves  and  to  the  community 
that  come  from  these  regular  checks® 

My  thanks  are  due  to  Mr®  Toft  and  to  Mr*  Pester 
and  their  colleagues  and  many  other  officers  of  the  Corpora¬ 
tion  for  their  help  and  co-operation*

There  are  three  qualified  physiotherapists  on  the  staff® 
The  number  of  patients  referred  for  physiotherapy  by  the 
local  medical  practitioners  was  sufficient  to  maintain  a 
steady  pressure  of  work  during  the  out~of~season  months*  but 
during  the  summer  the  influx  of  visitors  caused  the  staff  to 
be  pressed  to  the  limit®  The  majority  of  treatments  given 
were  administered  for  various  manifestations  of  the  Rheumatic 
group  of  diseases*  though  patients  were  also  treated  for  such 
diverse  conditions  as  recent  injuries*  skin  conditions,  nerve 
lesions*  etc® 

The  treatment  of  joint  lesions  by  man ipul a ti on  and  trac¬

Annual  Report  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  for  the 

year  1957, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  third  Annual  Report  on 
the  work  of  the  Health  Inspectors, 

Mr,  George  Trinder*  who  had  been  an  inspector  in  the 
Department  since  1928*  'died  in  September  shortly  after  retir¬ 
ing  and  after  a  long  illness*  Mr®  Trinder  had  been  a  valued 
and  conscientious  officer  who  had  contributed  greatly  to  the 
improvement  of  Public  Health  in  the  Borough*  and  his  passing 
was  deeply  felt  by  his  colleagues  and  other  friends® 

In  September  Mr*  R»  Burfield  of  Pudsey  commenced  duties 
as  a  district  Inspector*  thus  bringing  up  the  Department  to 
full  establishment® 

The  general  work  has  proceeded  on  much  the  same  lines 
as  in  the  previous  year.  Inevitably*  new  legislation  has 
been  directed  for  our  attention*  The  Clean  Air  Act  of  1956 
became  operative  bringing  a  host  of  new  provisions  to  clear 
the  air  of  pollution*  including  for  the  first  time  the  tackl¬ 
ing  of  domestic  smoke  which  is  Judged  throughout  the  country 
to  account  for  some  50$  of  the  whole  problem®  No  Council 
can  be  apathetic  to  this  legislation*  and  I  shall  work  to 
improve  the  atmospheric  conditions  in  Scarborough  which  I 
feel  could  and  should  be  improved  in  a  resort  of  our  standing, 
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The  Diseases  of  Animals  (Waste  Foods)  Order.  1957, 
placed  certain  duties  on  pig  and  poultry  keepers  who  use 
waste  foods  for  feeding  purposes,  with  the  obligation 
that  an  approved  type  of  plant  must  be  used  for  the  boiln 
ing  of  such  foods^  The  licensing  of  these  facilities  was 
transferred  under  the  Order  from  the  Ministry  of  Agri¬ 
culture  to  Local  Authorities,  and  the  Health  Inspectors 
surveyed  the  allotments  &c ®  in  the  Borough,  51  licences 
being  subsequently  granted  to  applicants® 

The  condition  of  the  Slaughterhouse  at  Wrea  Lane 
continued  to  be  a  constant  source  of  anxiety  -  old  buildings 
where  modern  methods  cannot  satisfactorily  be  used,  The 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  circulated 
draft  Regulations  relating  to  slaughterhouses,  setting 
out  recommended  minimum  standards  of  construction,  lay¬ 
out  and  equipment,  •  Enabling  legislation  was  envisaged 
but,  in  the  meantime,  the  Ministry  desired  that  Local 
Authorities  and  the  Meat  Traders  should  have  an  opportunity 
of  considering  the  standards®  I  submitted  a  full  report 
to  the  Health  Committee  showing  how  far  the  existing  con¬ 
ditions  fell  short  of  the  Ministry Ts  proposed  standard® 

During  the  year  the  Rent  Act,  1957,  became  law, 
seeking  to  improve  housing  conditions  and  to  raise  rents 
to  a  level  which  allowed  owners  the  means  to  do  repairs 
and  to  obtain  a  fair  income  from  the  houses®  We  shall 
doubtless  have  to  wait  for  a  time  to  judge  whether  these 
desirable  aims  are  achieved®  During  the  year  some  pro¬ 
gress  was  made  in  regard  to  the  houses  in  which  the  Local 
Authority  were  called  upon  to  mediate®  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  many  houses  were  improved  as  a  result  of  negotiation 
between  tenant  and  owner  -  we  have  no  direct  information 
in  these  cases®  One  feature  of  the  new  Rent  Act,  small 
but  important,  is  the  point  that  external  painting  of 
houses  can  be  called  for,  and,  in  my  opinion,  good  ex¬ 
ternal  decorations  of  properties  in  Scarborough  are  very 
important,  giving  one  of  the  necessary  qualifications  to 
any  lovely  seaside  resort®
